G.S.R. 78(E).—The following draft of certain 
rules to amend the Static and Mobile Picssure Vessels 
(Unliredj Rules, 1981 (hereinafter referred to as the 
said rules), which the Central Government proposes 
to make in exercise of the powers conferred by sections 
5 and 7 ol the Explosives- Act, 1884, (4 of 1884), 
is hereby published as required by sub-section (1) of 
section 18 of the said Act, for information of all 
persons likely to he allcctcd thereby and notice is 
hereby given that the said draft shall be taken into 
consideration forty-five days af l cr the Gazette con¬ 
taining the notification is made available to the public. 

Any objection or suggestion received from any 
person with respect to the said draft before the date

1. These rules may be called the Static and Mobile 
Pressure Vessels (Unfired) Amendment Rules, 1990

an organisation recognised by the Chief 
Controller, for such gases and for such 
period as may he specified as competent 
for carrying out tests, examination, ins¬ 
pections and certification fut installations 
and transport \ chicles as stipulated in these 
uiles, if such a person or oiganisation 
possesses I he qualifications, experience 
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md oilier requirements as set out in 
Appendix-U to these rules and is recog¬ 
nised as per procedure laid down in rule
